Demolition  crews  will  attack  portions 
of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  beginning  April 
15  in  order  to  construct  a  multi-purpose 
recreation  area  there. 

All  of  the  movable  bleachers  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Fieldhouse  will  be 
removed  according  to  Milton  Hartvigsen, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Physical 
Education. 

“We  no  longer  need  to  keep  the 
bleachers  on  the  west  side,”  he  said.  “We 
need  the  space  desperately  for  athletic 
interests.”  The  floor  area  left  will  be 
covered  with  a  synthetic  material  and 
marked  off  to  provide  combined 
basketball,  volleyball  and  badminton 
courts. 

The  balcony  on  the  west  side  of  the 
building,  now  used  for  weightlifting 
purposes,  will  not  be  affected  in  the 
remodeling  plans,  but  above  it  will  be 
added  another,  larger  balcony  that  will 
house  the  main  weightlifting  facilities. 

The  current  weightlifting  room,  located 
on  the  east  side  of  the  building,  will  be 
converted  into  three  classrooms.  One  of 
the  three  rooms  will  be  used  for  lectures, 
another  will  become  a  lab  for  pre-physical 
therapy  students,  and  the  other  will  be 
used  as  a  lab  to  teach  first  aid,  taping

Changes  will  be  made  for  the  joggers 
too-with  modifications  made  with  the 
track.  After  being  elevated  and  banked  on 
the  east  and  west  ends,  the  track  will  run 
“all  the  way  to  the  west  end,”  said  Sam 
Brewster,  director  of  the  Physical  Plant 


Department.  It  will  also  be  covered  with  a 
synthetic  track  material- polyurethane. 

The  dirt  area  in  the  west  annex  will  be 
covered  with  synthetic  material  similar  to 
astro  turf,  said  Dean  Hartvigsen. 

Although  no  changes  will  be  made  in 
the  green  seats  or  the  bleachers  directly 
above  them,  the  area  underneath  the 
green  seats  will  be  partially  remodeled. 


Sports  space  sparse

BYU  needs  more  indoor  sports  facilities 
to  solve  the  scheduling  conflicts  between 
the  intramurals  program  and  students 
wanting  free  play,  according  to  the 
director  of  intramurals. 

Gary  Palmer  said  Tuesday  that  BYU 
has  a  large  intramural  program,  requiring 
heavy  use  of  the  available  facilities.  He 
said  the  greatest  scheduling  problems 
involve  basketball,  handball  and 
paddleball. 

There  are  500  men’s  basketball  teams 
and  150  women’s  teams  in  the 
intramurals  program,  Palmer  said.  These 
teams  average  one  game  every  two  weeks 
with  little  time  available  for  practice.  He 
said  gyms  are  available  for  free  play  two 
hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week,  but  he 


added  students  “have  a  legitimate 
complaint  because  there  are  no  gyms 
available  for  free  play  on  Saturday.” 

The  handball  and  paddleball  courts  are 
open  for  free  play  six  hours  a  day 
Monday  through  Friday  and  all  day  on 
Saturday.  However,  use  of  the  courts  my 
be  pre-empted  by  intramural 
competition,  Palmer  said. 

“It  would  be  great  to  have  at  least  one 
gym  open  for  free  play  all  the  time  and 
especially  on  Saturday,”  Palmer  said.  But 
he  added  more  facilities  would  be 
required.  The  handball  and  paddleball 
courts  are  open  for  free  play  six  hours  a 
day  Monday  through  Friday  and  all  day 
on  Saturday.  However,  use  of  the  courts 
my  be  pre-empted  by  intramural 
competition,  Palmer  said. 

“It  would  be  great  to  have  at  least  one

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Hill  declines  ballot 
for  Culture  position 


Richard  Hill  will  not  be  a 
candidate  for  ASBYU  Culture 
vice-president,  according  to  Chief 
Justice  Wilford  Anderson  who 
contacted  Hill  Wednesday. 

The  Court  had  ruled  Tuesday 
that  because  of  possible  voting 
discrepancies  in  the  primary 
elections  Hill  would  be  invited  to 
have  his  name  put  on  the  ballot  as 
a  candidate  for  the  final  elections. 
Hill,  however,  declined  to  have  his 
name  put  on  .the  final  ballot. 

According  to  a  statement  from 
the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court, 
“Elections  Committee  reports 
show  649  votes  having  been 
incorrectly  cast.  This  accounts  for 
1.8  per  cent  of  the  total  votes 
cast.  On  the  basis  of  a  breakdown 
of  all  votes  ca,st,  and  a  statistical 
analysis  of  the  misplaced  votes, 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that 
any  inequity  could  have  occurred 
except  in  the  Office  of 
Vice-President  of  Culture.” 

ANDERSON  SAID  the  miscast 


votes  were  above,  below  and  to 
the  sides  of  the  candidates’  names. 

“If  they  logically  appeared  to 
pertain  to  a  candidate  they  were 
assigned  to  his  total  by  the 
Election  Committee,”  the 
statement  continued. 

A  chi-square  test  on  the 
variance  between  error  totals  in 
each  machine  was  run  with  two 
machines  showing  a  significant 
variance.  These  machines  were 
analyzed  vote  by  vote,  according 
to  Anderson. 

“There  was  only  one  case  in 
which  miscast  votes  could  have 
changed  the  outcome  of  the 
primaries,”  said  Anderson.  “This 
candidate  did  not  chose  to  reenter 
the  elections.” 

The  decision  to  continue  with 
the  final  elections  was  made  by 
the  Court  following  a  closed 
session  in  which  the  justices 
examined  the  briefs  of  the 
Elections  Committee  and  Mac 
Haddow,  presidential  candidate 
defeated  in  last  week’s  primaries.

Pres.  Oaks 
begins  care 

Pres.  Dallin  Oaks  will  begin 
treatments  with  a  physical 
therapist  next  week  as  a  part  of 
his  recovery  program  after  recent 
surgery  on  an  injured  left 
shoulder. 

His  orthopedic  surgeon  has 
ordered  him  to  cancel  his  office 
schedule  for  the  next  three  weeks, 
but  it  is  anticipated  that  he  will 
return  to  full  activity  during  the 
first  part  of  April. 

The  injury  occurred  last 
December  when  Pres.  Oaks 
slipped  on  the  ice  while  on  his 
way  to  a  concert.  He  underwent 
extensive  physical  therapy  during 
the  following  three  weeks,  but  the 
injury  became  progressively  more 
painful. 

Surgeons  repaired  two  torn 
tendons  located  deep  in  the 
shoulder  which  control  rotation 
of  the  arm,  and  removed  a  piece 
of  bone  to  provide  more  room  for 
shoulder  motion.  Physicians  were 
impressed  with  Pres.  Oaks’  general 
good  health,  but  estimate  it  will 
take  several  months  for  him  to 
regain  full  use  of  the  shoulder  and 
arm. 


would  be  required  to  make  this 
possible. 

Palmer  said  the  problem  will  be 
partially  solved  next  season  when 
two  new  gyms  are  completed 
where  the  west  bleachers  are  now 
located  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 
He  also  said  sometime  in  the 
future  more  handball  and 
paddleball  courts  might  be  built 
east  of  the  Richards  Building. 

According  to  Palmer,  some 
campuses  have  intramural 
buildings  which  are  limited  to 
intramural  and  free  play  activities. 
Intercollegiate  and  extramural 
athletics  are  not  allowed  to  use 
these  buildings.  He  said  such  a 
building  might  be  the  answer  at 
BYU. 

Palmer  added  intramurals  is  a 
student  program,  and  the  students 
will  have  to  decide  if  they  want  to 
limit  the  program  in  order  to  open 
more  facilties  for  free  play.  He 
said  his  office  is  open  for 
suggestions  on  improving 
scheduling.

The  College  Council’s 
responsibilities  will  be  to  allocate 
$  2  5 ,000  for  student  academic 
projects  and  to  act  as  a  liaison 
between  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  colleges  of  BYU. 

In  addition,  the  College  Council 
will  have  the  power  to  make 
recommendations  to  the 
Executive  Council,  explained

More  reliable  says  Albrecht 

Library  buys  new  copiers 


New  copy  machines  to  be 
placed  in  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Library  promise  fewer  mechanical 
breakdowns  and  greater  service  to 
library  patrons  according  to 
Sterling  Albrecht,  assistant 
Director  of  Libraries. 

The  library  has  ordered  6  Salin 
322  copy  machines,  in  order  to 
provide  greater  service  and 
convenience  to  library  patrons. 
The  new  machines  are  expected  to 
be  installed  the  first  of  next  week. 

Albrecht  said  that  the  library 
has  been  looking  into  replacing 
the  present  copy  machines  since 
September.  All  major  coin 
operated  machines  were 
examined.  The  Salin  322  was 
selected  because  its  reliability, 
operation  simplicity,  and  simple 
construction  and  design  will 
eliminate  troubles  which  have 
plagued  the  present  copiers. 

Overuse  of  the  present  machines 
has  been  cited  by  library  officials 
as  the  chief  reason  for  the  “out  of 
order”  signs  on  the  copiers  most 
of  the  semester. 

According  to  Albrecht  the 
library  will  continue  to  use  the 
copy  machines  presently  installed 
on  the  third  floor.  These  machines 
produce  over  80,000  copies  a 
month. 

“Hopefully,”  Albrecht  said,

America  cannot  and  will  not  survive  without  a 
strong  national  defense  system.  But  perhaps  there  is 
more  than  one  way  to  interpret  what  national  defense 
is.  Far  too  long  we  have  looked  at  it  only  in  terms  of 
money  spent,  weapons  built,  men  in  uniform  and 
other  statistics  leading  to  nothing  but  an 
ever-spiraling  arms  race. 

An  equally  necessary  defense  system  for  any  nation 
is  a  populace  proud  of  its  country  and  ready  to 
defend  it.  But  this  second  type  of  defense  seems  sadly 
lacking  in  the  United  States  today.  Were  the^-nation  to 
be  attacked,  it  is  questionable  how  many  of  our  200 
million  would  find  it  worth  fighting  or  dying  for.  And 
no  multitude  of  weapons  can  protect  us  from  oui 
own  apathy. 

The  time  has  come  to  turn  from  such  an  emphasis 


on  guarding  ourselves  from  externals,  and  to  begin  to 
build  a  climate  within  the  nation  leading  to  internal 
strength.  Too  many  have  too  long  been  uneducated, 
ill-housed,  underfed  and  deprived  of  their  rights.  This 
portion  of  America  may  not  see  that  the  country 
offers  them  much  to  defend. 

Most  of  us  have  been  raised  in  plenty  and  have  had 
ample  opportunities  for  education  and  success.  But  a 
greater  stress  must  be  given  to  solving  the  problems 
that  face  Americans  deprived  of  these  things. 

We  can  no  longer  view  our  domestic  concerns  as 
secondary  to  military  defense,  else  we  will  find  that 
someday  we  have  crumbled  behind  all  our  weapons 
and  armaments.  Our  strongest  national  defense  must 
be  a  unified  citizenry  proud  enough  of  the  United 
States  to  want  to  protect  it  at  any* cost.

Wife  says  suspect  was  beaten 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  The 
wife  of  a  bank  vice-president 
accused  of  murdering  a  deputy 
sheriff-says  the  officer  was  shot  as 
her  husband  was  being  held  down 
and  beaten  by  one  of  the  two 
officers  called  to  the  family  home.

Miller. 

“He  reacted  properly  in  our 
opinion,”  said  Larsen. 

Mrs.  Roll  said  her  husband,  who 
has  been  charged  with  first-degree 
murder  in  the  killing  of  Deputy 
Melvin  C.  Colebrook,  41, 
Saturday  night,  has  bruises  where 
a  deputy  beat  him  with  a 
nightstick.

Her  account  came  in  an 
interview  aired  by  radio  station 
KSXX. 

“I  don’t  know  that  my  husband 
even  did  the  shooting,”  Mrs.  Roll 
said.  “I  think  it  was  in  a  struggle.” 

Mrs.  Roll  said  she  called  police 
because  her  husband  was  trying  to 
take  their  18-month-old  daughter 
after  the  two  had  decided  to 
separate. 

Hayward  had  said  the  husband 
was  laying  his  hands  on  the  child 
when  deputies  intervened. 

“We  both  love  the  baby  and  my 
husband  decided  to  take  her  with 
him,”  Mrs.  Roll  said.  “At  no  time 
was  she  ever  in  any  danger  from 
her  father.  He  did  not  try  to 
choke  the  baby.” 

-Mrs.  Roll  said  she  told  deputies 
to  arrest  her  husband  to  keep  the 
baby  with  her. 

‘‘One  officer  jumped 
him  .  .  .  and  the  baby  was  flying 
all  over  the  place,”  she  said. 

“HE  WAS  beating  him  with  a 
club  and  his  face  went  to 
white  ...  I  knew  he  was  in  pain.  I 
thought  they  were  killing  him  and 
yelled,  ‘Don’t  hurt  him.  Don’t 
hurt  him,’  ”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Roll  said  the  gun  appeared 
and  went  off. 

She  said  her  husband  had  no 
gun  of  his  own  and  officers  were 
holding  him  by  the  feet  and 
shoulders  during  the  struggle. 

“I  say  the  police  officer  used 
unnecessary  violence,  used  poor 
judgment  in  stepping  forward 
with  my  baby  in  my  husband’s 
arms,”  she  said. 

Asked  which  officer  had  done 
the  beating,  she  said  it  was  riot  the 
officer  who  was  killed  but  that 
she  did  not  know  the  officers’ 
names. 

Asked  about  Mrs.  Rail’s 
allegations,  Hayward,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  investigation,  said: 

“They,  the  officers  were 
attempting  to  subdue  a  man  who 
had  been  placed  under  arrest. 
There  was  no  excessive  force  used 
in  any  way.  Deputy  Miller 
conducted  himself  in  the  highest 
manner,”  Hayward  said.

COCOA,  Fla.  (AP)  -  Leo 
Durocher  says  he  usually  doesn’t 
mind  getting  slapped  with  a  fine 
or  two-but  not  this  time. 

The  fiery  manager  of  the 
Houston  Astros  says  he’ll  quit 


baseball  and  haul  the  National 
League  into  court  before  he’ll 
cough  up  $250  to  Chub  Feeney. 

Leo  the  Lip  watched  with 
pleasure  Tuesday  as  his  Astros 
downed  Boston  4-3  in  an 
exhibition  game.  Then  the  smile 
twisted  into  a  snarl  as  he  opened 
the  telegram  from  the  National 
League  president. 

1 1  told  Durocher  he’d  been 
assessed  $250  for  interfering  with 
his  team’s  meeting  with  Marvin 
Miller,  executive  director  of  the 
Major  League  Baseball  Players 
Association,  in  Pompano  Beach, 
Fla.,  on  Monday. 

“It’s  payable  before  the  first  of 
the  season,”  Durocher  fumed. 
“There’s  no  way  I’ll  pay  that  or 
let  the  Houston  club  pay  it.  I  will 
resign  and  take  them  to  court.  I 
can’t  see  what  authority  he  has,” 
he  said  of  Feeney. 

“I’m  mad.  I’m  hotter  than  a 
$12  bill.  Before  I  pay  this  fine  I’ll 
talk  to  my  attorney  and  get  legal 
advice.  But  the  way  I  feel  right 
now,  there’s  no  way  I’ll  pay  the 
fine. 

“If  I  was  wrong,”  he  said,  a  bit 
more  calmly,  “I’ll  pay  the  $250. 
If  I  was  wrong,  I  wouldn’t  argue 
about  it  one  bit.  I’ve  been  fined 
many  times  since  I’ve  been  in 
baseball  and  I’ve  never  once 
argued  about  a  fine-never  once. 
I’ve  paid  it.  That’s  that.  If  I’m 
wrong,  I’m  wrong. 

“In  this  particular  case,  I  know 
I’m  not  wrong.  I  just  don’t 
understand  how  I  can  get  a  wire 
cold  and  not  have  anybody  get 
my  side  of  the  story.  .  .” 

Spec  Richardson,  vice-president 
and  general  manager  of  the 
Astros,  gave  complete  backing  to 
Durocher,  who  repeatedly 
explained  that  the  Astros  hadn’t 
even  wanted  to  meet  with  Miller 
in  the  first  place. 

The  players  who  did  attend  the 
meeting  in  center  field  in  the  ball 
park  were,  almost  exclusively, 
youngsters,  being  given  a  look  in 
Houston’s  exhibition  game  against 
the  Texas  Rangers.  Most  of  the 
Astros’  regulars  stayed  back  in 
Cocoa,  Houston’s  spring  training 
camp.

March  Ides  tomorrow 


Ancient  Rome  may  have  had  to 
beware  the  Ides  of  March,  but  not 
America. 

Caesar  was  murdered  on  that 
day  in  Roman  history,  and  the 
soothsayer’s  warning  in 
Shakespeare’s  play  immortalized 
the  Ides  as  an  ill-omened  time. 

The  temple  of  Bonadea,  the 
mysterious  good  goddess,  was 
violated  on  the  Ides.  The  temple 
was  open  to  women  only,  and  a 
curious  male  disguised  himself  as  a 
woman  and  went  in  with  his 
sister. 

The  financial  accounts  of  each 
month  were  also  due  on  the  Ides. 
This  practice  still  continues  in  the 
U.S.  with  the  corporate  taxes  due 
on  March  1 5 . 

But  leave  it  to  the  Americans  to 


concoct  a  celebration  for  every 
day  of  the  year,  for  the  rest  of  the 
American  Ides  are  merry. 


Maine  was  admitted  to  the 
Union  on  the  Ides  of  March.  Ides 
of  May  hold  the  festival  of  St. 
Peter,  and  July  brings  St. 
Swithin’s  Day  whose  weather 
pattern  forecasts  that  of  the  next 
forty  days  and  nights.  April  Ides 
has  Jefferson’s  birthday,  and 
February  Ides  bring  the  Mardi 
Gras. 


The  Ides  fall  on  the  15th  day 
only  in  March,  May,  July,  and 
October.  All  others  come  on  the 
13th.  The  Roman  calendar  was 
centered  around  the  moon,  and 
the  Ides,  sacred  to  Jupiter,  came 
in  the  mid-month  at  the  time  of 
the  full  moon.

BYU  traditions  reviewed

For  nearly  a  century,  tradition 
has  played  an  important  role  in 
the  activities  at  BYU.  But  where 
are  those  old  traditions  and  the 
good  times  that  accompanied 
them? 

“The  greatest  treasure  left  to  us 
by  the  early  founders  and  the 
later  builders  of  our  institution,” 
according  to  a  1926  student 
publication,  “is  not  sealed  in  the 
walls  of  our  buildings,  nor  in 
volumes  of  our  archives;  but  it  is 
found  in  the  spirit  of  the  ‘Y\  This 
spirit  is  made  up  by  the  traditions, 
the  social  heritage,  of  our  school.” 

The  1926-27  Constitution  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Student  Body  says  that  the 
purpose  of  the  student  body 
organization,  among  other 
responsibilities,  was  “to.  establish 
worthy  traditions  for  us  and  all 
that  may  follow,  .  .  .  .” 

What  are  those  “worthy 
traditions”  enjoyed  ~by  so  many 
students  for  so  many  years  at 
BYU  and  what  ever  happened  to 
them? 

Take  the  Autumn  Leaf  Hike  to 
Timp  for  example.  From  all 
reports,  in  this  unique  event  of 
the  “Y”  hiking  program,  students 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  see 
old  “Timp”  at  its  best. 

One  account  of  the  event  said, 
“All  students  should  take  this  trip 
at  least  once  during  their  college 
career,  seeing  the  mountain 
painted  in  its  gala  array  of  hues.” 

The  Y  News,  dated  Sept.  22, 
1926,  announced  the  hike  with 
the  following  information.  “The 
annual  hike  will  be  this  Saturday 
morning,  starting  at  5:30.  Hikers 
will  leave  the  ‘Y’  campus  enroute 
to  Altamont  to  climb  Mt. 
Timpanogos,  returning  to  Provo  in 
the  evening.”
